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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The applicants contend the examiner's 35 U.S.C. 
101 rejection of claims 39-53 is not appropriate because the claims are written in means-plus-function language. The Examiner maintains 
this rejection. Although the claims are written in means plus function language, the applicants have not proven the "means" performing 
these steps "is not" software. Again, the Examiner points to paragraph [0067] to find support that this "means", which is not stored on a 
computer readable media can be software. Because the applicants have not shown support stating othera/ise, the Examiner asserts the 
means are software and therefore not patentable according to 35 U.S.C. 101. The applicants argue that the reference, RFC 3321, does not 
disclose how the initial state will be exchanged between the endpoints in an efficient manner. The Examiner contends that there is no 
discussion about transmission efficiency in claim 27. The applicants also argue that the "shared state" described in RFC 3321 is not stored 
in the second endpoint. In Figure 2 of RFC 3321 , the author shows the decompressor (second endpoint) as holding saved states that were 
passed down from the compressor (first endpoint). 
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
